The phrase inscribed on Memorial Stadium's northwest corner reads, 
"Courage; Generosity; Fairness; Honor; Inthese are the true awards of manly | 
sports." And, those words portray Husker Coach Tom Osborne, who in 23 
seasons on the Nebraska sideline has built a total program based on more than 
just winning. 

The veteran Husker mentor knows how to win, that's for sure, but it isn't 
his only source of motivation. The nation's winningest active coach, Osborne 
sports a glossy 23 |-47-3 record, for an .827 winning percentage, a mark thal 
ranks eighth all time. Osborne has cemented his place among the sport's 
coaching legends as he has added back-to-back national championships to his | 
unmatched coaching resume. H:: guided the Huskers toa perfect 12-0 record 
in 1995, capped by a dominating, 62-24 Tostitos Fiesta Bowl victory over 
Florida, The victory made Nebraska the first repeat national champion since 
Alabama accomplished the feat in 1978-79. 

The Huskers’ accomplishments do not end with the consecutive national 
titles. Nebraska has posted three consecutive unbeaten regular seasons and 
played inthree straight national championship games. Nebraska became the 
first school in collegiate history to win 36 games over three seasons, with an 
unprecedented 36-1 record since 1993, Under Osborne, NU became just the 
second school and the first since Oklahoma in 1955-56 to post back-to-back 
perfect national championship seasons.

Financing for the Husker Teammates program comes from The Osborne 
Endowment for Youth. That fund, underwritten by the Coach and his wife 
and established four years ago, helps prevent junior high and middle school 
youths from dropping out of schoo! and encourages them to continue their 
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Tom Oshorne, the winningest coach in the 
nation was named the Chevrolet National 
Coach-of-the-Year in 1995 after leading 
his team to a second consecutive perfect 
record and national championship. 


education beyond high school. At a banquet in February, 1994, honoring 
Osborne for his 200th career victory, more than $250,000 was raised for the 
Endowment. This is a tribute not only to Osborne's on the field achieve- 
ments, but his desire to make the community a better place to live and 
indicates the respect he enjoys from his peers. 

And, he encourages his players to give back to the community, evidenced 
by the more than 50,000 students his players reach on an annual basis through 
community outreach activities. 

For his efforts on behalf of student-athletes and his work in the commu- 
nity, Osborne was selected as one of eight 1994 Giant Steps Award winners 
from around the nation by the Northeastern University Center for the Study 
of Sport in Society. The awards are given annually on National Student- 
Athlete Day to individuals and/or organizations who exemplify the ideals and 
provide the support necessary for student-athletes to achieve academic and 
athletic excellence. Osborne also received the 1995 National Football 
Foundation and College Hall of Fame Distinguished American Award. 

Osborne heads into his 24th season as the Huskers' head man owning Big 
Eight records for victories (231) and games coached (281), Osborne-led 
Husker squads have captured 12 Big Eightcrowns and averaged 10 victories 
per year. Of NU's 12 league titles in Osborne's tenure as head coach, eight 
have been outright, including 1995. The Huskers also 
captured league championships in 1975, 1978, 1981, 
1982, 1983, 1984, 1988, 1991, 1992, 1993 and 1994, 

The 1996 Tostitos Fiesta Bowl was the third 
consecutive season Nebraska played for the national 
title, as the Huskers dropped a heartbreaking 18-16 
decision to Florida State in the 1994 FedEx Orange 
Bowl and defeated Miami, Fla., 24-17 in the 1995 
Orange Bowl. In all, Nebraska has played in eight 
national title games, and Osborne has been on the 
Husker sideline for all of them, Four times Osborne 
has led NU into its bowl game with a No. | ranking 
in at least one wire service poll, as NU was No. | 
heading into the 1996 Fiesta Bowl as wellas the 1984, 
1994 and 1995 Orange Bowl games. 

Despite losing 14 starters from the 1994 national 
championship squad, Osborne and his staff kept the 
Big Red Machine rolling in 1995, Nebraska set a 
school and Big Eight scoring record, averaging 52.4 
points per game, while leading the nation in rushing 
for the 10th time since 1980. The Huskers posted 
their third-straight unbeaten regular-season record 
(11-0-0) and a fifth-straight Big Eight title. [t marked the 13th time in NU's 
105-year history it had finished regular-season play unbeaten and untied. 

Lastscason followed a 1994 campaign in which Nebraska overcame well- 
documented injuries to give Osborne his first national title and the school's 
first since 1971, Osborne's work did not go unnoticed in 1994 as he received 
numerous coaching honors, including recognition by his peers of the 
American Football Coaches Association as its Division I-A Coach-of-the- 
Year. 

The 1993 season was a memorable one for Osborne, too, as he became the 
first coach to reach the 200-win plateau in just 21 seasons, when the Huskers 
defeated Oklahoma State, 27-13, in Stillwater, Okla., Oct. 7, 1993. Only the 
12th coach in NCAA Division I-A history to reach the 200-win milestone 
and the first to do so exclusively at one school, his 231 victories rank eighth 
all-time, third among active Division I-A coaches. Osborne reached the 200- 
win plateau in just 249 games with a remarkable nine victories and a bowl 
appearance every season. 

Bowling, though, is far from a new-wave experience for the Huskers or 
Osborne, as all 23 of Dr, Tom's teams have made bow! treks and 32 of the 


| 34 Nebraska teams he's been associated with have ended their season ina bowl 


game. Those 23 bowl appearances rank Osborne third all-time behind 
Alabama's Paul "Bear" Bryant (29) and Penn State's Joe Paterno (26), and 
the last 15 have come on New Year's Day, another NCAA record. All 23 
of NU's bowl appearances under Osborne have been against ranked (AP) 


teams, and the last 10, including the Fiesta Bowl matchup with Florida, have 
been against teams ranked in the top five. 
Not one to shy away froma challenge, Osborne's Huskers have accepted 


the maximum number of preseason invites allowed by NCAA rules, playing | 


inthe Kickoff Classic three times, and taking home the championship trophy 
each time. NU opened its 1994 season with a 31-0 victory over then-No. 
24 West Virginia, after handing Penn State a 44-6 loss in the 1983 inaugural 
game and posting a 23-14 decision over Texas A&M in 1988. 

Under Osborne's direction, Nebraska's NCAA-record string of consecu- 
tive winning seasons has grown to 34, including a record 27 straight nine-win 
campaigns. Last year's bowl bid was the Huskers’ 27th-straight, also an 
NCAA record. 

Aseven-time Big Eight Coach-of-the- Year pick (1975, 1976, 1980, 1988, 
1992, 1993 and 1994), Osborne was named the American Football Coaches 
Association District Coach-of-the-Year seven times—1978, 1979, 1980, 
1983, 1987, 1988 and 1994. He was selected as the 1978 Bobby Dodd 
National Coach-of-the-Year by the Atlanta Quarterback Club and Delta 


Airlines for his effort toward the advancementofthe higherand more notable | 


aspects of college coaching. Osborne also earned National Coach-of-the- 
Year honors from the Football News in 1983. 

While stability has played a key role in NU' grid fortunes over the past 
23 seasons, there isan unmasked consistency about which Osborne and the 
Huskers go about their business. And, nowhere is that consistency more 
evident than the national polls, where Nebraska has been a fixture every 
season under Osborne. Nebraska has been ranked in every weekly AP poll 
since 1981, giving ita poll record 240 consecutive weeks inthe rankings, Since 
Osborne took over in 1973, NU has been ranked in 363 of 366 AP polls, 
missing one week in 1977 and two in 1981. Since 1969, the Huskers have 
appeared in 414 of a possible 417 polls. Nebraska squads have finished 
among the AP Top 20 in 22 of 23 seasons under Osborne. 

A fixture in the polls every season, the Huskers were ranked No. | in the 
last seven polls in 1995, after topping the poll for eight weeks in 1994, In 
fact, a study of the final AP polls from 1973 through the 1995 season finds 
that Nebraska is the nation's most successful program based on rankings. 
Using a point system of 20 for first, 19 for second, etc., the Huskers scored 
296 points to outdistance second-place Michigan's 257 points and third- 
place Alabama's 249 points, 

Nebraska was ranked second in the first 10 polls last season, but climbed 
to No. | after a 44-21 victory at Colorado on Oct. 28, and has held the top 
spot for the rest of the season. 

Through 23 seasons, Osborne's Huskers have posted an impressive 54- 


36-1 (.599) record against ranked AP teams, easily the best record for a | 


Nebraska mentor. In 1995, NU was 4-0 against ranked opponents defeating 
then-No. 8 Kansas State 49-25, No. 7 Colorado 44-21, No. 10 Kansas 41- 
3 and second-ranked Florida, 62-24 in the Fiesta Bowl. Osborne is also the 
only Husker coach to ever beat a No. 1-ranked team--the 17-14 win over 
Oklahoma in 1978. His Hall of Fame predecessor, Bob Devaney, was 12- 
12-2 against ranked teams during his Nebraska career, while all previous NU 
coaches were a combined 7-35-0. 

On and off the field, Osborne's players have consistently been highly 
honored. Eight ofhis proteges have received the NCAA‘s highest honor for 
student-athletes—selectionas one of Today's Top Six/Eight, including 1995 
recipient Aaron Graham, offensive tackle Rob Zatechka in 1994 and 1993 
Butkus Award winner Trey Alberts. That's the most for any individual 
sports program in the country and accounts for more than halfof NU's nation- 
leading 12 total selections. Husker gridders who received the honor include 
guard Randy Schleusener( 1981) and Zatechka( 1995), centers Dave Rimington 
(1983), Mark Traynowicz (1985), Jake Young (1990) and Graham (1996), 
and linebackers Pat Tyrance (1991) and Alberts (1994), 

In 1995, Aaron Graham earned first-team GTE/CoSIDA Academic All- 
America honors to boost the Huskers’ total to 34 student-athletes. That 
figure includes nine two-time picks fora total of 43 first-team academic All- 
America certificates under Osbome and anation-leading 49 in school history. 

Nebraska also has had 24 NCAA postgraduate scholarship winners and 
15 National Football Foundation and Hall of Fame Scholar-Athlete recipi- 
ents, including Zatechkain 1994, In 1988, Mark Blazek was named the CBS/ 
Toyota Leader-of-the-Y ear, while in 1994, Zatechka was named the Honda 


Scholar-Athlete and NU's first GTE Student/Athlete-of-the-Y ear. 

The honors, though, don't end in the classroom, as Husker players have 
been highly decorated for their on-field performances, too. This season, 
Tommie Frazier won the Johnny Unitas Golden Arm Award and was 
Nebraska's first Heisman finalist since 1983, Last year, Zach Wiegert became 
the fifth Outland Trophy winner in Tom's head coaching career and the 
seventh in school history. A year earlier, Alberts became the first player in 
Nebraska history to earn the Butkus Award, given annually to the nation's 
top collegiate linebacker. 

The Huskers made history under Osborne by producing three consecutive 
Outland Trophy winners (Rimington in 1981 and 1982 and Dean Steinkuhler 
in 1983) and two consecutive Lombardi Award winners (Rimington in 1982 
and Steinkuhler in 1983), while also winning the 1983 Heisman Trophy 
(Mike Rozier). 

During Osborne’s career, 44 players have earned All-America honors, 
including fivetwo-time All-Americans fora total of 49 selections. Quarter- 
back Tommie Frazier earned consensus first-team All-America honors in 
1995, bringing NU's all-time total of consensus picks to 42, while center 
Aaron Graham and outside linebacker Jared Tomich were first-team selec- 
tions by the Associated Press. 

Osborne was the first recipient of the Distinguished Nebraskalander 
Award from the Nebraskaland Foundation in 1982, and he was named the 
1983 national coach-of-the-year by the Fellowship of Christian Athletes. 
He’s also an author, having published a book entitled "More Than Winning" 
in 1985, 

An outstanding high school athlete at Hastings High School in the mid- 
1950s, Osborne was named Nebraska Prep Athlete-of-the-Y ear, then passed 
up major-college scholarship offers to attend the schaol from which his father 
and grandfather graduated before him, hometown Hastings College. He 
became a star quarterback and basketball player for Coach Tom McLaughlin, 
and in ] 959 was named State College Athlete-of-the-Y ear, becoming the first 
athlete in Nebraska history to win both the high school and college honors. 

After receiving his bachelor’s degree from Hastings College in 1959, 
Osborne played three seasons in the National Football League, two with the 
Washington Redskins and one with the San Francisco 49ers, where his 
roommate was Jack Kemp, the former Congressman, presidential candidate 
and Bush administration Secretary of Housing and Urban Development. 

In 1962, he contacted the newly-hired Devaney, and obtained a graduate 
assistant’s position on the Husker staff. He continued in that capacity until 
he received his master’s degree in 1963, then maintained a triple role of 
student, teacher and part-time coach at the University. He earned a doctorate 
in educational psychology in 1 965, then elected to pursue coaching asa career 
in 1967, becoming the Huskers' full-time receivers coach--a decision NU fans 
have applauded since. 

Over the next five years, Osborne was in charge of the Husker passing 
game, and in his last four seasonsas an assistant coach, developed a wingback 
by the name of Johnny Rodgers, who would become Nebraska’s first 
Heisman Trophy winner in 1972. 

When Devaney announced after the 1972 Orange Bow] that he would retire 
from coachingat the end of the 1972 season, he elevated Osborne to assistant 
head coach and director of recruiting for his final campaign, and handpicked 
the then-34-year-old as his successor, 

Osborne took over a program which regained national prominence under 
Devaney, built upon it and established his own winning tradition, Osborne 
and Devaney are one of just three coaching duos to post back-to-back 100- 
win careers at the same institution (following Penn State's Rip Engle and Joe 
Paterno and Georgia Tech's John Heisman, Bill Alexander and Bobby Dodd), 
but the first pair to do itin an unbelievable 21 years, Since 1962, NU owns 
a 332-67-5 record for an incredible .828 winning percentage (34 years, 403 
games). 

Osborne is married to the former Nancy Tederman. They are the parents 
ofason, Mike, and two daughters, Annand Suzi, Son Mike and his wife Emily 
have two children, William and Catherine, Mike followed in his father's 
footsteps by playing quarterback at Hasting College, and graduated in May 
1987.

NU Opens '96 SEASON witH 25-GAME WIN STREAK 
NCAA Streaks Continue: 

The Huskers carried on tradition in 1995, as NU continued several 
NCAA records, including the school's 34th consecutive winning 
season and 27th straight nine-win season. It was also NU's third 
straight | 1-win season (eighth in school history and sixth under Tom 
Osborne since 1973), Nebraska also extended its regular-season 
winning streak to 36 games (nation's longest current streak), its 25 
game overall win streak (nation's longest current streak) and its 23- 
game conference winning streak. The Huskers have won 30 straight 
home games and tied the school record for consecutive wins overall 
at 24 (both are current NCAA streaks). The Fiesta Bowl was 
Nebraska's 27th consecutive bowl, 15th consecutive "New Yeat's 
Day" bowl, both are current NCAA record streaks. Nebraska won 
its fifth consecutive Big Eight Championship and became the only 
Big Eight school to have won four consecutive titles outright, a feat 
the Huskers have now accomplished twice. Nebraska celebrated its 
208th consecutive home sellout, astreak which leads the nation. The 
Huskers’ 240 consecutive weeks ranked in the Associated Press Poll 
is also an AP record.

| Undefeated Seasons: 

Nebraska was the only school to finish the 1995 season undefeated 
and untied, and was the unanimous national champion in both the 
AP and CNN/USA Today/Coaches Polls. In 106 years of Husker 
football, NU has gone undefeated in the regular season 13 times 
(including 1993, 1994 and 1995), and undefeatedand untied through 
the bowl game three times, when Nebraska won the National Cham- 
pionship in 1971 and when the Huskers were crowned national 
chamips in 1994, both umes playing 13. games, and in 1995 when NU 
went 12-0. Teams have posted back-to-back undefeated regular 
seasons 35 times, only seven since 1964. Nebraska's 11-0 regular- 
season record in 1993 and 12-O recordin 1994 marked the second time 
the Huskers have posted back-to-back undefeated regular seasons, 
with the first in 1902-03, This year marks the first time in Husker 
history, that Nebraska has posted three consecutive undefeated 
regularseasons, The last team prior to Nebraska to have posted back- 
to-back perfect regular seasons was Miami in 1986-87 (11-0 each 
year), The record for consecutive undefeated regular seasons Is held 
by Washington, which posted five from 1909-1913, The last team to 
have three straight, prior to Nebraska, was Oklahoma in 1954-56. Five 
teams have posted |2-0 regular seasons a total of seven times in 
NCAA history (including Florida in 1995) with Nebraska claiming 
three of those marks (1971, 1983, 1994). Nebraska's 1994 team was the 
first since Alabama in 1992 to have posted a perfect season and to 
have won the national title, a feat NU repeated in 1995, 


Back-to-Back National Championships: 

Defending national champion Nebraska played in its third con- 
secutive national championship game and repeated as national 
champions. The Huskers’ back-to-back Uiles marked the first time in 
16 years that a team has repeated, since Alabama won back-to-back 
titles in 1978-79. NU is the first school, however. to win undefeated 
and consensus back-to-back national championships since the 1955- 
56 Sooners. Nebraska is already one of five teams to have won 
consecutive titles. Hall of Fame Coach Bob Devaney won the 
school's first national tile in 1970 and repeated in 1971. Three teams, 
counting Nebraska, have repeated twice including Oklahoma (1955- 
56 and 1974-75) and Alabama (1964-65, 1978-79). Nebraska and 
Oklahoma are the only schools, since the coaches poll began (UPI) 
in 1950, joining the Associated Press Poll (1936) in picking national 
champions, to be unanimous national champions, in both polls, 
posting perfect, back-to-back national championship seasons. OU 
went 1 1-Oin 1955 and 10-0 in 1956.

Huskers Set Best Three-Y ear Record: 

After posting an 1 1-1 recordin 1993, aperfect 13-0 record in 1994, 
and 12 more wins last season, Nebraska has posted a three-year 36- 
1-Orecord, the best ever for any school overa three-year period. Only 
two other teams have won at least 35 games over any three-year 
period, including Toledo (35-0-0, 1969-71) and Brigham Young (35- 
4, 1983-85). Oklahoma's 3 1-0-0 mark from 1954-56 is the only other 
string of three consecutive undefeated seasons with at least 30 wins. 


Huskers Secure Fifth-Straight Big Eight Crown: 

In the last year of the Big Eight (becomes Big 12 in 1996), the 
Huskers won the school's fifth-straight crown, 32nd outright title 
overall, 41 stall time, and 12th under Osborne (eight outright). It is 
only the second time in Big Eight history that a school has won four 
straight outright titles, with the other also by Nebraska from 1963-66. 
The five straight Big Eight titles is the longest under Coach Tom 
Osborne and the school's second longest string (eight from 1910- 
1917). OU owns the longest conference streak, 
winning 14 from 1946 to 1959.

Coach Osborne--Posts 231st Win in 23 Years: 

Coach Tom Osborne (Hastings, 1959) is the winningest football 
coach in Division I-A today(.827 winning percentage) with a 231- 
47-3 career and school record. He's ahead of R. C. Slocum, (Texas 
A&M, .814) and Joe Paterno, (Penn State, .792). Osborne is third in 
victories among active coaches, behind Joe Paterno's 278 and Bobby 


| Bowden's 260 at Florida State. In 1993, Osborne became the first 
_ coach to reach the 200-win plateau in just 21 seasons, and in 1995 he 


hitthe 230 win mark in exactly 23 seasons. He was named the national 
coach-of-the-year by the AFCA in 1994 and by Chevroletin 1995, He 
also earned the Distinguished American Award (honored in New 
York on Dec. 12) and the Giant Steps Award in 1994-95. Osborne is 
in his 23rd year as head coach of the Huskers and his 34th overall at 
NU which includes an 11-year stint as an assistant under Bob 
Devaney, That's the longest tenure ever for a Nebraska coach, and 
now the longest in Big Eight history, as he passed Bennie Owen, who 
coached 22 years at Oklahoma from 1905-26. The dean of Big Eight 
football coaches, he holds league records for 
games coached (281) and won(231). Osborne's 
teams have won at least nine games every 


Big Eight Goes Out With a Bang: 

Last year, the Big Eight Conference, in its final 
year, became the first NCAA Division I league 
ever to have four members accumulate at least 
10 winsin the same season, Nebraska, 12-0, was 
joined by Colorado, Kansas and Kansas State 
at 10-2 as each won bow! contests. The previ- 
ous best of three teams in double figure win 
totals has been accomplished only five times. 
The Big Eight became only the second confer- 
ence to finish the year with four teams in the 
Associated Press final poll top 10; with No, 1 
Nebraska, No. 5 Colorado, No. 7 Kansas Sate 
and No. 9 Kansas. The SEC had accomplished 
the feat three times previously. The Big Eight 
won all four of its bowl games by a combined 
score of 205-81 foranaverage margin of victory 
of 51-20, NU's national championship was the 
11th overall forthe Big Eightand the third in the 
decade of the 90s. In addition to the four Big 
Eight schools with top 25 rankings, three other 
future Big 12 participants finished with national 
rankings including No. 14/14 Texas, No. 15/15 
Texas A&M and No. 23/20 Texas Tech.

NCAA Division | win chart, third among active 
coaches. He is second among active coaches 
in bowl appearances, third all time, having 
taken the Huskers toa bowl game in each ofhis 
23 years. Osborne's teams have played 91 
games against ranked (AP) teams and have 
won 54. That's an average of four games vs.

The Huskers won their second consecutive rushing title, 12th 
overall and sixth in the last eight years averaging 399.8 yards per 
game. NU also led the nation in scoring offense with 52.4 points per 
game, which bettered NU's own Big Eightrecord setin 1983. Nebraska 
finished in the top 10 in total offense (2nd, 556.3 ypg), turnover margin

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NEBRASKA'S PERFECT '95 SEASON IN REVIEW 
1995 Huskers Began Season on Jan. 2: 

The 1995 Nebraska Cornhuskers began right where the 1994 team 
left off, determined to have another championship season. Tommie 


Frazier certainly was a motivating force as he wanted a whole season | 


in which to compete, and wanted to go out a winner. The Huskers 
found new motivating factors for each game, and survived off-the- 
field controversy by relying on solid team values, attitude and unity. 
One of the team's goals was to win the final Big Eight crown, and to 
post another undefeated season, but as Coach Tom Osborne said 


after the 37-0 shutout of Oklahoma in the final regular-season game, | 


it was rather anticlimatic as this team wanted nothing less than "the 
whole ball of wax," 


For the second consecutive year, Nebraska began its season with | 


two road games, opening with a league game at Oklahoma State. 
Nebraska scored 240 points in the first four games, and totaled over 
650 yards of total offense in each, defeating OSU 64-21, Michigan 
State, 50-10, Arizona State, 77-28, and Pacific 49-7. Againsta solid 
defense, NU defeated Washington State 35-21, posted its first 
shutout against Missouri 57-0, then faced two top 10 teams in 
consecutive weeks. Despite being beaten by Nebraska, 49-25 and 44- 
21, respectively, both Kansas State and Colorado remained inthe top 
10. NU wasclicking onall cylinders and many said the win in Boulder 
was Frazier's best game. Amazingly againstthe Buffaloes, Nebraska 
didn't have a single penalty marked against them. The Huskers 
scored over 70 points for the second time in a 73-14 win over lowa 
State, then pounded another top 10 team on the road with a 41-3 win 
at Kansas. Nebraska shut out arch rival Oklahoma, 37-0, in Lincoln 
to end the season. 

The Huskers were without the services of I-back Lawrence Phillips 
for six games as he served a suspension from the team, Phillips did 
not play against top 10 teams Colorado or Kansas State. Nebraska 
utilized four differentstarters at I-back, but it didn't seem to matter as

pergame. The Husker defense meanwhile saw five different athletes 
earn All-Big Eight honors by either the AP or league coaches and 
finished the season second nationally against the run, fourth in 
scoring defense, 21st in passing efficiency and 13th in total defense. 
The Blackshirts recovered eight fumbles, picked off 20 passes and 
blocked two punts, contributing 96 points, more than halfof what the 
opponent's offense was able to muster on the year (150). 

Nebraska boasted three All-Americans, | 1 All-Big Eight players, 
the Big Eight Player-of-the-Y ear in Frazier, the offensive freshman- 
of-the-year in Ahman Green, and the defensive newcomer-of-the- 
year in Terrell Farley. The offense set many records, two of which 
were extremely difficultto break. Nebraska broke the 1983 team and 
Big Eight scoring record of 52.0 points per game, averaging 52.4 and 
the Nebraska offense did not allow a single sack last season while the 
defense had 32-231 yards lost via sacks. 

The seniors made it through four years without ever losing at home, 
and losing only two regular-season games period (lowa State and 
Washington in 1992). Those closest to the program, namely Coach 
Osborne, are not afraid to tell you that the 1995 squad is special. 
Osborne said, “/ appreciate the attitude and the effort of this football 
team, because not very many teams have had the chance to ga 
undefeated through the regular season for three straight years. 
That's quite an accomplishment. A lot of these guys, the seniors 
particularly, have been a significant part of that. I think this year's 
team has been one that I'll always remember for many reasons, but

Huskers Rack up Honors in 1995: 

Nebraska's four-year quarterback Tommie Frazier was named to 
the AP, UPI, Walter Camp, Football Writers, America Football Quar- 
terly, College Sports, Football Foundation and AFCA first-team All- 
America teams. He won the Johnny Unitas Golden Arm Award, was 
the runner-up for the Heisman Trophy, was named player-of-the- 
| year by UPI and was a finalist for the Davey O'Brien, Maxwell Award 
and the Walter Camp Player-of-the-Year Award. He was a finalist for 
the Sullivan Award, which goes to the Amateur Athlete-of-the- Year 
and was named the United States Sports Academy January, 1996 
Amateur Male Athlete-of-the-Month. The Big Eight Offensive- 
Player-of-the- Year, Frazier was the Big Eight Freshman-of-the- Year 
in 1992, but earned his first All-Big Eight Award this season as he was 
a unanimous choice by both the AP and league coaches. He was a 
three-time bow! MYP as he was the most outstanding offensive player 
in the 1996 Fiesta Bowl, rushing for a career-high 199 yards, and two 
TDs, and completing 6-14 passes for 105 yards and two TDs. Frazier 
finished his career with a school and Big Eight record 32-3 record as a 
starter; he is NU's career leader in total offense yards (5,476) and TDs 
(79) and tied for the most total offense attempts (836); he has the NU 
record for most QB rushing TDs (36), most passing TDs (43) and most 
QB rushing TDs in a season with 14 in 1995. Last season Frazier 
completed 92-1 63passes for 1,362 yards and 17 TDs to just four inter- 
ceptions for a .564 completion percentage. He also rushed for 604 
yards averaging 6.2 yards per carry, which ranked better than all but 
one of the nation's top 20 rushers. 

Jared Tomich was a first-team All-American by the AP, American 
Football Quarterly and the Football Foundation. He will return for his 
senior year as a rush end after posting 27 tackles including a team- 
high 10 sacks for 75 yards lost. He had three fumbles caused, two 
recovered, three breakups, 12 tackles for loss and led the team in quar- 
terback hurries with 24, 

Center Aaron Graham not only earned AP, Football News, Foot- 
ball Foundation and American Football Quarterly first-team All- 
America honors on the field, but also earned numerous academic 
awards as well. He was a NCAA Today's Top Eight Award winner in 
December, was a Burger King/ABC Scholar-Athlete--an award which 
contributed $25,000 to the University of Nebraska general scholar- 
ship fund, a Honda Scholar-Athlete, GTE/CoSIDA Academic All- 
American and is a three-time Phillips 66 Academic All-Big Eight 
honoree. The two-time All-Big Eight center was also named a CFA/ 
Hitachi Scholar-Athlete, earned a NACDA postgraduate scholar- 
ship and was named to the CFA Good Works team. 

Junior linebacker Terrell Farley, in his first year as a Husker, 
earned second-team All-America honors by AP and UPI and was 
| the Defensive Newcomer-of-the- Year as named by the AP and 


Coaches. True freshman Ahman Green was the league's freshman | 
and newcomer-of-the- Year and earned first-team All-Big Eight hon- 
ors, along with 10 other Huskers, including Frazier, Graham, Tomich 
and Farley, plus offensive linemen Chris Dishman, Aaron Taylor 
and Erie Anderson, OLB Grant Wistrom, CB Tyrone Williams and 
DT Christian Peter.

After having the luxury ofa returning starting quarterback for the 
past three years, Osborne will be looking not only for a starter, but 
for backups as well. NU's third string QB Matt Turman is the only 
returnee with game experience in the Husker system. Osborne said, 
"We went through a stretch there where we had a new quarterback 
every year. Each one of them gave us a good year, but now we have 
had the luxury of Tommie Frazier for four years and Brook Berringer 
as a strong backup." 


OUTLOOK FOR 1996: 
Huskers Look to Play in Title Game for Fourth Consecutive Year: | 
Nebraska loses seven starters on offense and four on defense, 
including every starter at the skill positions, except for sophomore I- 
back Ahman Green. But that won't deter the Huskers. NU actually 
lost seven offensive and seven defensive starters from its 1994 
national championship team, but the Huskers went on to win the 1995 
title. The biggest areas of concern are replacing middle linebackers, 
finding depth at D-line, and skill players offensively, including a 
starting quarterback. The offensive line could, for the third year in 
a row, be even better and the defense should dominate with seven 
starters returning, including three All-Big Eight players. The Huskers 
have three All-Big Eight offensive linemen returning as well, plus the 
Big Eight Offensive Newcomer-of-the-Y ear (Green) and the league's 
defensive newcomer-of-the-year in Terrell Farley. 


Defense Will Dominate With Seven Starters Returning: 

Seven returnees, including three who earned All-America mention 
return, led by outside linebacker/rush ends Jared Tomich (first-team 
All-American) and Grant Wistrom (third-team All-American). Farley, 
a second-team All-American by AP and UPI, was the Big Eight 


Newcomer-of-the-Y ear and now that he's known, will contend for 
major honors in 1996, as will Tomich, a first-team All-American by AP. 
Speed abounds and although the Huskers are missing two quality 
athletes in the secondary, Tyrone Williams and Tony Veland, two 
other Huskers made a huge splash in the 1996 Fiesta Bowl, including 


_ Jamel Williams, who sacked Danny Wuerffel in the end zone for a 


safety, and cornerback Michael Booker, who was the defensive MVP 
after returning a Wuerffel pick fora TD and breaking up a Fiesta Bowl 
record three passes. Jamel Williams will start at Sam linebacker and 
Jay Foreman will move to Mike. Rover Mike Minter and free safety 
Eric Stokes are back. Minter started every game last year, while Stokes 
isathree-year veteran with experience at both free and corner and two 
starts on his resume. Although Christian Peter is gone, his brother 
Jason returns. Senior Jeff Ogard, at 6-6, 310, should be an adequate 
replacement on the line, although coaches will look for depth this 
spring. Overall, the defense will be fast, experienced and complete 
with hard hitters. 


Husker Offense Returns Five Starters: 

Seven starters are lost and five return, including three offensive 
linemen, all of whom earned All-Big Eight honors last year. Chris 
Dishman moves from left tackle to guard, Aaron Taylor moves from 
left guard to center and right tackle Eric Anderson were all first-team 
honorees last season. Jon Zatechka, who is expected to start at right 
guard and Adam Treu, who will start at left tackle, are both experi- 
enced players. Although the Huskers lost their starting split end, 
wingback and tight end, their alternates return, including split end 
Brendan Holbein, who is actually counted as a returning starter after 
starting nine games when NU opened ina split formation. Jon Vedral 
returns at wingback and Tim Carpenter and Sheldon Jackson have 
ample experience at tight end. I-backs Lawrence Phillips and Clinton 
Childs and fullback Jeff Makovicka are gone, but plenty of talent 
returns. Ahman Greenrushed for over | ,000 yards asa true freshman 
and will be backed by Damon Benningand James SimsatI-back. Brian 
Schuster and Joel Makovicka are both talented fullbacks. The 
biggest question is at quarterback, where senior walk-on Matt 
Turman has the most experience, which is admittedly limited. Transfer 
Scott Frost, sophomore Monte Christo and redshirt freshmen Frankie 
London and Jeff Perino will compete in the spring for starting duties.

Running Backs in Brief...Four different l-backs combined for the 12 
starts last season, led by true freshman Ahman Green. Junior 
Lawrence Phillips, who opted for the draft, started the first two and 
last game, rushing for 547 yards and nine TDs. Clinton Childs, lost 
to graduation, started the third game before a knee injury took him out 
of two games. He rushed for 431 yards and three TDs. Damon 
Benning, who returns for his senior year, started games four and five 
before an ankle injury and hamstring pull allowed Green to move 
ahead. Benning rushed for 407 yards and four TDs. Green set school 
freshman records for rushing yards (1,086), pass receptions (12) and 
all-purpose yards (1,259). He became just the fourth Big Eight player, 
and 38th frosh in NCAA Division I-A to break the 1,000 yard barrier 
and finished third all-time among freshmen rushers in the conference, 
81 yards short of June Henley's (Kansas) 1993 record. Green 
averaged 7.7 yards per play and 98.7 per game, equal to Phillips' 7.7 
and behind Phillips’ 109.4 ypg, respectively. Green rushed for over 
100 yards five times and had a career-high | 76 twice. He also caught 
12 catches for 102 yards and three more TDs and his 96 points bettered 
the previous NU freshman scoring record but trailed NU frosh place- 
kicker Kris Brown. Green wasa first-team All-Big Eight honoree and 
the Big EightOffensive/Freshman-of-the-Y ear. Even without Phillips! 
| 547 yards, Childs’ 431 and QB Tommie Frazier's 604 (1,582 yards and 
| 26 TDs), NU returnees totaled 1,763 yards and 20 TDs, counting 
| junior James Sims! 270 and three TDs.

The Heisman Trophy runner-up to Eddie George of Ohio State, and the 
Johnny Unitas Golden Arm Award winner, Tommie Frazier finished his 
stellar four-year career with a bang. The 1995 consensus All-America 
quarterback became just the second quarterback to lead his team to back- 
to-back national championships, posting perfect seasons, joining Jimmy 
Harris of Oklahoma in 1955-56 (11-0, 10-0), Even as atrue freshman, you 
could tell there was something special about Frazier. He wasn't necessarily 
flashy, but consistently utilized a calm, methodical approach to winning 
games--much like his coach. He is the reason Nebraska set un NCAA record 
becoming the only school in the history of Division I football to have won 
36 games in any three-year span, Under Frazier, Nebraska posted three 
straight perfect regular seasons and played in the title game each year. 
Without redshirting. Frazier led the Huskers to four straight Big Eight 
Conference Championships, posting a 33-3 overall record, 31-1 in regular- 
season games as NU’s starting signal caller. 

In 1995; Frazier was the trigger man for the No, | Huskers, He led an 
explosive offense which ranked first in rushing (399.8 ypz), second in total 
offense (556.3 ypg) and first in scoring (52.4 ppg) and averaged 156.5 ypg 
passing, The best option quarterback in the nation, Frazier finished second 
in the Big Bight in passing efficiency at 156,14, a figure which would have 
ranked sixth in the nation if he had the prerequisite 15 attempts per game 
(he averaged 14.81, two attempts short). In 11 games, Frazier was second 
on the team in rushing with 97 attempts for 604 yards, an incredible 6.2 
per carry and54.9 per game. His average of 6.2 yards per rush was better 
than all but one of the nation’s top 20 rushers. He completed a career-best 
56 percent of his passes (92-163), had just four interceptions (had 
string of 100 attempts, and 24 quarters prior to KU pickoff), 1,362 
passing yards and 17 TDs. He finished first on the team in total offense 
with 1,966 yards, averaging 178.7 per game and third in scoring with 86 
points, with 7.8 per game. Frazier totaled 319 yards rushing after contact, 
scoring 10 TDs, and had season bests of 45 yards after hits against Missouri, 
and 44 vs. Kansas. Frazier capped his senior season leading the Huskers 
to their second consecutive national championship under his direction. He 
rushed for 199 yards on 16 carries (12.4 ypc) and scored two TDs against 
No. 2 Florida, an all-time bowl record for a quarterback and a Nebraska 
record, His spectacular 75-yard TD run was a Husker bowl record and a 
Fiesta Bowl long TD run. He threw for 105 yards (6-10) and another TD. 

1994: A preseason Davey O'Brien and Heisman fayorite, Frazier had 
Started 23 consecutive games and posted a 20-3 record (counting two 
Orange Bowls against Florida State) prior to his injury. In 1994, he led NU 


toa 4-0 record before being sidelined prior to the Wyoming game (fifth of 


season) with blood clots. In just four games, Frazier was the team's seventh- 
leading rusher. averaging 7.5 yards per carry and 62,0a game, He had 33 
carries tor 248 yards and six scores and completed 19-44 passes (.432) for 
273 yards and four TDs. Frazier came back to lead the Huskers to two, 
fourth-quarter TDs in the Orange Bow] to give Nebraska a 24-17 victory 
and the national championship. 

1993: Frazier led the Huskers tofive come-from-behind victories, their 
third consecutive Big Eight championship and to the national title game in 
the Orange Bowl.

named to the 10-man Davey O'Brien semifinal list for the nation's best 
quarterback and earned second-team All-Big Eight honors by both the 
AP and the coaches. Frazier finished as the team's second-leading rusher 
with 704 yards, 5.6 per carry and 64.0 per game. He rushed for nine TDs 
and threw for 12 in L1 games to lead Nebraska to its first undefeated regular 
season (11-0) and its highest final ranking (No. 3) since 1983, Frazier 
completed 77-162 passes (.475) with four interceptions for 1,159 yards, 
12 TDs and a 127.1 pass efficiency rating. He passed for more than 100 
yards six times. including a career-best 206 vs, Texas Tech. He rushed for 
more than 100 yards twice, with 125 against Iowa State and a career-best 
158 yards against Kansas State when he also had a personal-best 312 yards 
of total offense, just seven yards off the NU record. 

1992: Frazier was the first true freshman to play quarterback for the 


Husker varsity since Steve Taylor in 1985 and was the first quarterback | 


ever to start for NU as a true freshman. Frazier led the Huskers to a 5-2 
record as a starter and on the season played in nine games, accumulated 727 
yards passing, 399 rushing (then the third-best mark ever for a Husker 
freshman) and 1,126 yards in total offense with 17 touchdowns (seven 
rushing, 10 passing). Frazier was NU's fourth-leading rusher, averaging 
44.3 yards per game (4.6 yards per carry) and was second in total offense 
at 125.1 ypg (6.1 per play). He set a school season record for lowest 
interception rate with one in 100 attempts (0.01). The poised Frazier was 
the unanimous Big Eight Offensive Newcomer/Freshman-of-the-Y ear, 
earned second-team freshman All-America honors by Football News 
and was honorable-mention All-Big Eight. 

In His Career: Frazier holds the school record for career wins (33) 
by a quarterback at Nebraska and owns numerous other Husker career 
quarterback records, despite missing eight games in 1994 with blood clots. 
In his career and not counting bow! games, Frazier rushed 342 times for 
1,955 yards and 36 TDs in 35 games (55.9 ypg, 5.7 ype). He threw just 


11 interceptions in 469 attempts compared to 43 TDs fora4-! ratioof TDs | 


to interceptions. He ranks 19th on the all-time NU career rushing chart 
and ranks third at NU in passing yards with 3,521 yards (232-469), his 
43 passing TDs and his 5.476 career total offense yards are school records 
while his 36 rushing TDs are an NU quarterback record and rank third 
overall. His 5,476 yards in total offense ranks 10th in the Big Eight. 
Frazier was 31-1 as a starter in regular-season games, posted a school- 
record 33-3 overall record and was 11-2 vs. ranked teams. His 1.955 yards 
rushing rank second among NU quarterbacks and sixth on the league's QB 
careerrushing chart. He had 17 rashes of 25 yards or more, 47 passes over 
25 and four 100-yard rushing games, He passed for at least 100 yards in 
a game 18 times. Perhaps one of the most telling statistics about Frazier, 
is the fact that he was nol sacked once in 1995, only once in his last two 
years and just 14 times in his 36-game career, 

Quoting Coach Tom Osborne on Frazier ...."7/I were t choose one 
player who has had the most impucton the outcome of the greatest number 
of games over the longest period oftime since I've been at Nebraska, itwould 
be Tommie Frazier. He's the difference-maker." Split end Brendan 
Holbein didn't mince words as he said, "Tammie Frazier is our leader and he 
is going to take us to the promised lane."

NEBRASKA BECOMES SECOND SCHOOL ALL-TIME TO Post BACK-TO-BACK PERFECT NATIONAL CHAMPIONSHIPS 


The Nebraska Cornhuskers entered Tempe, Ariz., on mission--to become 
the first school in 40 years to post perfeet back-to-back national champion- 
ship seasons. Only one other team had accomplished that feat-Oklahoma 
in 1955 and 1956, 

Nebraska, ranked No. | and 11-0 on the season. brought to the table a 
powerful option offense which ranked first in rushing (399.8 ypg), second 
in total offense (556.3 ypg), first in scoring (52.4 ppg) and averaged 156.5 
yards in the air. To win, the Huskers would need to shut down No. 2 Florida's 
"Fun and Gun" system. The Gators were 12-0 on the season having won 
the SEC title. They ranked second nationally in passing (360.8 ypg), fourth 
in total offense (534.4 ypg), third in scoring (44.5 ppg) and averaged 173.6 
yards On the ground, The systems, coaches, players and schools were as 
differentas nightand day. Defensively, NU ranked second against the rush, 
13th in total defense and fourth in scoring defense, while Florida ranked 13th 
and 15th in scoring and pass efficiency defense. respectively. 

Husker quarterback Tommie Frazier, who hailed from Palmetto, Pla. saw 
his team lose 18-16 to Florida State in the 1993 national championship game. 
With two fourth-quarter TDs, he Jed Nebraska to the school's third national 
title in a 24-17 win over Miami in the 1995 Orange Bowl. Now he would 
have a shot at another win over a home-state school. Frazier rushed for 604 
yards and 14 TDs and passed for 1,352 and 17’'TDs in 1995 and held school 
records for total offense yards (5,476) and TDs (79), His counterpart, Danny 
Wuerffel, had passed for 3,255 yards in 1995 alone with 35 TDs and set an 
NCAA record in passing efficiency (178.4). Frazier and Wuerffel finished 
second and third tn the Heisman race behind Ohio State's Eddie George. 

Only two undefeated and untied teams remained and they were set lo 
square offon the evening of Jan, 2in Sun Devil Stadium, The entire country 
was anxious to see if Nebraska's "Bump and Run" defense could keep up 
with the "Fun and Gun" and whether Florida could stop the nation’s premier 
rushing force. 

The result was a 62-24 total dismantling of Florida and il didn't take long. 
For a quarter, however, it looked as if it would be a ball game. Two lead 
changes occurred and Florida led 10-6 afierone period, But Nebraska scored 
29 unanswered points in the second quarter, much to the delight of the more 
than 40,000 red-clad fans. The 29 points were the most ever scored in the 
second quarter of a bow! game. 

After scoring Nebraska's first TD in the first quarter on a 16-yard swing 
pass from Tommie Frazier, Lawrence Phillips began the second quarter 
barrage with an impressive Sunday-type run fora42-yard score. The Husker 
defense picked up momentum on the very next series when consecutive 
penalties sent Florida back to its own four yard line. Wuerffel was then 
sacked twice, first by Terrell Purley, who narrowly missed a safety. But on 
the next play. Jamel Williams flew in untouched and hit Wuerffel for the two 
points. Lt wouldn't be the last time the defense would score. Following the 
ensuing free kick, Nebraska marched 51 yards to setup Ahman Green's one- 
yard score. A three and out series for Florida led to Kris Brown's 25-yard 
field goal. Then on the fourth play of the Gator's next drive, Michael Booker 
picked offa Wuertfel pass and returned it 42 yards forthe TD, Wuertfel was 
sacked twice more on the ensuing drive which forced Florida to punt again. 
A 33-yard pass from Frazier to Brendan Holbein set up Kris Brown's 24- 
yard field goal, giving the Huskers a 35-10 lead at intermission. 

While the Gators were known for putting up big points in a short period 
of time, Nebraska came out for the second half, determined to put the game 
away. Each team stalled on two series to begin the third and exchanged 
interceptions. Then Nebraska's Eric Stokes picked off a Wuertfel at the NU 
32. Six plays later, Frazier breaks up the middle on a 35-yard TD run to give 
the Huskers a 42-10 cushion. Florida struck back with a five-play scoring 
drive that saw Wuerffel hit Ike Hilliard for the Gators’ only passing TD. NU 
took over on its own 20-yard line and on the second play from scrimmage, 
Frazier pulan exclamation point on the scoreboard with an incredible 75-yard 
run. Frazier broke at least seven tackles and drug two Florida defenders 
several yards before shaking free on the NU sideline. He was touched 10 
times, but on" The Run" and on that night, Frazier was virtually unstoppable. 
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The score was 49-18 going into the fourth quarter. Husker free safety Tony 
Veland picked off a long Wuerffel pass on Florida's first drive. After 
Nebraska went three and out, Reidel Anthony fumbled the Huskers’ only 
puntinto the arms of Holbein. Nebraska quickly followed with another score 
by Phillips, a 15-yard run, Eric Kresser tried his hand at the helm of the 
Gators, but went 3-7 on his first series. Nebraska reserves took the field and 
scored the last TD with 4:31 remaining, when quarterback Brook Berringer 
scored on a l-yard run. Anthony returned the ensuing kickoff 93 yards for 
the last Gator score, but on the conversion try, Kresser was sacked by Jared 
Tomich, who knocked the ball loose, Christian Peter picked it up, and ran 
it to the opposite end zone, hoping for two more defensive points, unaware 
thatthe whistle had blown the play dead, The young Husker backups drove 
to the one-yard line, before quarterback Matt Turman dropped to a knee to 
ride out the time. 

Final Score--Nebraska 62, Florida 24, The 38-point margin of victory 
between a No, | and No. 2 team was the second largestever (Army 48, Notre 
Dame 0, 1945). The 62 points set a Nebraska and Fiesta Bowl record and 
was the second most ever ina bow! game. 

After the game, Coach Tom Osborne confirmed what everyone in atten- 
dance knew, when he said. "There is still a place in college football for a 
running quarterback." Indeed, Frazier rushed for 199 yards on 16 carries and 
two TDs. He averaged 12.4 every time he ran the ball, His yards were 
Nebraska and Fiesta Bowl records for most yards rushing and was an NCAA 
bow! record for most yards rushing by QB. He also completed 6-14 passes 
for 105 yards, with one TD and two interceptions. For the third consecutive 
year. Frazier Was named the bowl MVP with 304 yards of total offense and 
three scores. Phillips also rushed for over 100 yards, (25-165 yards. two 
TDs) marking the first time in bow! history Nebraska had two 100-yard 
rushers inagame. True freshman Ahman Green totaled 68 yards and a score 
on nine curries. 

The Husker rushing attack totaled an NCAA bowl-record 524 yards, 
Nebraska's 629 yards in total offense was also a Husker record. Nebraska 
averaged 7.7 yards every time they ran the ball and 7.6 per play, compared 
to Florida's -1.3 and 4.6, respectively. 

The Husker defense was responsible for nine points, sacked Wuerffel 
seven limes, picked off three passes, recovered a fumble and limited the 
Gators to a minus-28 yards rushing, the second lowest total in UF history 


| and the leastallowed by the Huskers ina bowl game and a Fiesta Bowl record. 


The Gators had just 269 yards of total offense, 14 in the fourth quarter. 
Florida's plan to pick on the opposite corner of All-Big Eight Tyrone 
Williams backfired. Leftcornerback Michael Booker broke upa Fiesta Bowl 
and NCAA bow! record three passes and in addition to his interception return 
had four tackles and was named the defensive MVP, Farley was the team's 
leading tackler with eight stops, broke up a pass and had (wo of the Fiesta 
Bowl record seven sacks. 

The win extended Nebraska's winning streak to 25 games and bettered the 
NCAA record for most wins in a three-year span. With only the 18-16 fall 
to Florida State in the 1994 Orange Bow! in its loss column, Nebraska posted 
a 36-1-0 three-year record.
